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Lake sturgeon season on Black Lake begins February 8 


DNR announces season 
to begin Saturday, Feb. 
7, at 8 a.m. and end Feb. 
11 or sooner 


CHEBOYGAN 
COUNTY -— The Department 
of Natural Resources has an- 
nounced that the 2015 lake 
sturgeon fishing season on 
Black Lake (Cheboygan 
County) will begin at 8 a.m. 
Saturday, Feb. 7. All anglers 
must register to participate in 
the lake sturgeon season. 

The 2015 total harvest 
limit for Black Lake is five 
lake sturgeon. However, to re- 
duce the chance of exceeding 
the harvest limit, officials will 
close the season when one of 
two scenarios occurs: 

1) Once the fifth fish is 
harvested, or 

2) If four fish have been 
harvested at the end of any 
fishing day. 

Fishing hours are 8 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. each day of the sea- 
son. The season will end ei- 
ther at 2 p.m. Wednesday, 
Feb. 11, or when one of the 
above scenarios is met, at 
which point anglers will be 
notified on the ice by DNR 
personnel that they must im- 
mediately stop fishing for 
lake sturgeon. 

Anglers 17 years of age or 
older must possess a valid 
Michigan fishing license. In 
addition, all anglers must pos- 
sess a lake sturgeon tag, 
available for free from all li- 
cense vendors. Anglers must 
have both of these prior to 
registering for the Black Lake 
sturgeon season. 

The 2015 angler registra- 
tion process will be similar to 
what was enacted in 2014. 
Anglers need to register only 
once for the entire season. An 
early registration will be held 
at the DNR Onaway Field 
Station from 2 to 7 p.m. Fri- 
day, Feb. 6. This station is lo- 
cated approximately 5 miles 
north of Onaway on Route 
211. Anglers can pick up their 
fishing identification flags at 
this time and learn more 
about season logistics and 
sturgeon populations from the 


Spring turkey licenses 
now onsale 


License may be purchased 
now through Feb. 1 


The Department of Natural Re- 
sources has announced that 
spring turkey hunting applica- 
tions are now on sale through 
Saturday, Feb 1. The 2015 spring 
turkey season runs April 20 
through May 31, with several dif- 
ferent hunt periods to choose 
from. 

“Hunters looking for the great- 
est flexibility may wish to pur- 
chase a Hunt 234 license. You can 
buy this license starting March 
16, no application required, and 
it’s valid from May 4-31. It’s valid 
for all open areas of the state ex- 
cept the public lands of southern 
Michigan,” said DNR upland 
game bird specialist Al Stewart. 
“Spring turkey hunting is a big 
deal here in Michigan. We’re 
ranked seventh in the nation for 
turkey harvest, harvesting over 
30,000 turkeys.” 

The application is $5 and may 
be purchased anywhere hunting 
licenses are sold or online at 
www.mdnr-elicense.com. Hunters 
may purchase only one spring 
turkey hunting license. 

Information about spring 
turkey hunting can be found at 
www.michigan.gov/turkey. 

Beginning March 2, applicants 
can check whether they were 
drawn for a license at www.michi- 
gan.gov/huntdrawings. Any left- 
over licenses will be sold until 
the quota is met in each hunt unit 
and hunt period. 

A base license is required for 
every resident and nonresident 
who hunts in Michigan. Hunters 
may purchase a spring turkey li- 
cense only after they have ob- 
tained a base license for the year. 
The base license is also a small 
game license.

Anglers unable to partici- 
pate in the Friday registration 
may register only at the regis- 
tration trailer at Zolner Road 
ending on Black Lake. Morn- 
ing registration begins at 7 
a.m. each day of the season. 
Anglers are highly encour- 
aged to register Friday, Feb. 
6 


Anglers will be issued a 
disposable flag at registration 
that must be displayed at the 
entrance of the angler’s 


shanty each day. 

Anglers who harvest a 
lake sturgeon must immedi- 
ately tag the fish and contact 
an on-ice DNR employee and 
register the fish at the Zolner 
Road trailer registration site 
on Black Lake. Registration 
may include an examination 
of the sturgeon’s internal or- 
gans and removal of a piece 
of fin tissue for DNA analysis 
and aging. 

Registration logistics 
were developed in recent 


years to allow greater partici- 
pation by anglers while pro- 
tecting the population of lake 
sturgeon in Black Lake from 
over-harvest. In addition, 
DNR and Michigan State 
University have been deter- 
mining annual population es- 
timates of adult fish from the 
spring spawning run, which 
allows officials to set a safe 
harvest level in cooperation 
with tribal agencies. 
Rehabilitation of lake 
sturgeon in the Cheboygan 


River watershed is a coopera- 
tive effort involving the 
DNR, the Black Lake Chapter 
of Sturgeon for Tomorrow, 
Michigan State University 
and Tower-Kleber Limited 
Partnership.

Signs That You're Ready to Buy 


Figuring out whether 
youre ready to buy a house 
— whether you’re a renter 
or are aiming to move up or 
size down — can be a daunt- 
ing task.

you apply for a mortgage. 

8. Know how much you 
can afford. Freddie Mac says 
that as a general guide, your 
monthly mortgage payment 
should be less than or equal 
to a percentage of your in- 
come, usually about a quar- 
ter of your gross monthly 
income. Also, your income, 
debt and credit history go 
into determining how much 
you can borrow. As a gen- 
eral rule, your debt -credit 
card bills, car loans, housing 
expenses, alimony and child 
support — should not be 
more than about 80 to 40 per- 
cent of your gross income. 

4. Know what additional 
expenses will come with 
owning a home. This in- 
cludes homeowners insur- 
ance, utility bills,

5. Have your credit in good 
shape and make sure your 
credit report is accurate. Po- 
tential lenders will view 
your credit history — how 
much debt you’ve accrued, 
how many accounts you 
have open, whether your 
payments are made on time, 
etc. — to determine whether 
they’ll give you a loan. You 
should get a report from 
each of the three credit re- 
porting companies: Equifax, 
Experian, and Trans Union. 

6. You haven’t made any 
recent major purchases, par- 
ticularly a vehicle. If you do, 
you may have a harder time 
getting a loan — or it could 
potentially lower the 
amount you’ll be approved 
for.
